Follow-up  on  Telegram  331  of  29  ,Tuly. 

On  the  Tientsin  negotiations,  well  Informed  authorities 
in  the  Foreign  Ministry  have  declared  in  the  face  o*'  press 
reports  to  the  contrary  that  a  gradual  agreement  is  definitely 
to  he  expected.  The  Foreign  Minister  is  working  hard  for  the 
success  of 'the  negotiations.  The  English  Ambassador  is 
exerting  all  his  Influence  on  CHAIT'ERLA IP  for  further  concess¬ 
ions.  The  Sword  of  Damocles  declarations  of  English  states¬ 
men  are  being  treated  lightly  by  the  Foreign  Office  as  ^elng 
Intended  for  English  nubile  opinion. 

The  army  Is  Increasingly  alarmed  over  the  danger  to  the 
alliance  concept  In  this  development.  Tomorrow  will  take 
place  the  Five  TUnlsters'  Conference  on  the  urging  of  the  .Var 
Minister,  who,  it  is  said.  Is  firmly  determined  to  put  the 
alliance  through  even  at  the  risk  o/*  a  cabinet  crisis.
